Klelnrnfeyer, owner' of the 
1440-acre hill ranch southeast of Co­ 
vina, and one of the largest owners of 
r;anoh re;il estate In Southern Califor­ 
nia, was before the court of Justice 
of the Peace H. N. Wells of Covina 
township on Thursday and yesterday, 
charged with grand larceny. 


The charge was brought 
through 
the office of the district attorney, with 
Walter G. McCarthy of Los Angeles 
as complaining witness. 


The case grows out of the loss of 
a blooded Peroheron mare from the 
Chaffee 
pasture, 
adjacent 
to the 
Kleinmeyer property.. A mare which 
was one of thirteen animals purchas­ 
ed by the Walter G. McCarthy Com­ 
pany of Kleinmeyer. 


The allegation was made that the 
mare was taken out of the Chaffee 
pasture, and was afterwards found In 
the Kleinmeyer pasture, after It had 
been sold and delivered to McCarthy. 
Kleinmeyer Is charged In the com­ 
plaint with stealing this mare. 


A cloud of witnesses were summon­ 
ed on the case,

CRITICISM AND APPRECIATION OF BULLETIN 


ON MECHANICAL INJURY RECENTLY ISSUED 


The California 
Citrus 
Protectlvo 
L'eague has recently issued a bulle­ 
tin dealing with blue mold and its re­ 
lation to the mechanical injury of cit- 


T U B fruits. 
This is not the first article 
on this subject from this source, but 
•one of many that have emanated from 
the exhaustive study made by G. Har­ 
old Powell, at the time that he was 
an investigator in the employ of the 
federal government. 
Mr. Powell and 
his associates, through the Citrus Pro­ 
tective 
League, have 
done a 
great 
eervice to this industry. 


But the Argus wishes to point out 
that investigations have gone farther 
than blue mold. In this question of 
the keeping qualities of citrus fruits, 
and while this fact may be known as 
apparently to the compilers of the re­ 
cent bulletin, they have not been in­ 
cluded. 
We wish to here present a 
portion of the late bulletin, and at the 
bottom, include some of the Investiga­ 
tions carried on in the valley in the 
past five years. 


Parts of the bulletin are as fol­ 
lows: 


THE DECAY IN ORANGES, 
The United States Department of 
Agriculture has just published a bul­ 
letin entitled "Factors Governing the 
Successful Shipment of Oranges from 
Florida." (a) 
The data contained In 
this bulletin apply to California or­ 
anges as well, and It is thought desir­ 
able to bring this question again be­ 
fore the orange growers of Califor­ 
nia. 
As the bulletin contains 
fifty 
pages we have abstracted some of the 
more important facts and tables and 
the conclusions drawn by the^ Depart­ 
ment. 
The present standard of the 
Florida orange pack is due primarily 
to the work of the Department which 
has been continuous in Florida since 
1907. 


The investigations in Florida con­ 
firm 
the following principles in the 
handling of citrus fruits: 


"An injured orange, whether grown 
in California or In Florida, will decay 
whenever the conditions for the de­ 
velopment of blue-mold are favorable. 
A sound orange in good, bealtby con- 
•dition, whether grown in California or 


in Florida, is able to resist blue-mold 
decay." 


The common blue-mold fungus was 
always found to be associated with de­ 
caying oranges and develops wherever 
the skin of the orange is injured in 
any way. 


"Blue-mold decay is caused by the 
growth of a minute organism within 
the 
tissues 
of 
a 
well-grown fruit; 
hence there must be a break or an 
abrasion of some kind in the skin, 
through which the disease may find an 
entrance." 


As a practical question, the decay 
in California or Florida oranges re­ 
sults from the methods of handling 
the fruit in preparing it for shipment 
in the field and in the packing houses. 
The question Is related to the Injur­ 
ies which are produced In the skin 
of the fruit In picking it, pouring it 
into field boxes, hauling It to the pack­ 
ing house and to the various kinds of 
Injury that occur in handling it in the 
house. 


The fruit on the tree has almost per­ 
fect keeping quality. As it leaves the 
packing house 
this keeping 
quality 
has been preserved or destroyed, de­ 
pending 
almost 
entirely 
upon 
the 
treatment tp which it has been sub­ 
jected. 


"Since the principal means of se­ 
curing oranges of good .keeping qual­ 
ity is by eliminating mechanical in­ 
juries to the fruit, the occurrence of 
decay is therefore closely connected 
with the handling methods in use in 
the grove and packing house. 


"The most common type of Injury 
was made by the 
point of the clii>- 
pers in cutting the oranges from the 
tree. . . , Many, of the oranges were 
severely injured by stem 
punctures, 
which are produced when an orange 
cut from the tree with a long stem is 
allowed to fall or roll forcibly against 
another fruit, 
while 
others 
showed 
scratches of various kinds or punc­ 
tures from 
thorns. . . , Frequently 
bruises were found that could bo trac­ 
ed to rough and careless work in load­ 
ing anJl carting the fruit from 
the 
groves to the packing house and in 
unloading. . . Very often there was 
considerable 
Injury 
that 
could 
be 


traced to some broken wire In a wash 
tank, a protruding screw among the 
bristles in the brushing machines, a 
nail or bolt extending into a chute or 
runway, o r some similar defect." (a) 


"Thorn punctures, which are made 
while the fruit is still on the tree, are 
among the 
first 
Injuries ttf 
which 
citrus fruits are subjected. . . . The 
puncturing which occurs 
when 
the 
fruit is being picked may be prevent­ 
ed, however, although it is frequently 
difricuit to handle the oranges 
with 
sufficient 
care 
to 
avoid 
pressure 
against thorns o r dried twigs 
when 
thes9 are present in largo numbers. 
Fruit is often prulsed when the ladder 
is placed 
carelessly In the tree or 
when the sack Is allowed to strike or 
is pressed 
against the branches or 
ladder. . . . " 


Even though the field box may bo 
filled 
only to its capacity, the top 
fruit may be injured In handling the 
boxes by sliding oft the top box from 
the one underneath—the rear end of 
the top box is not kept in a horizon­ 
tal position and is allowed to sink 
down to the level of the oranges in 
the lower 
box—necessarily 
Injuring 
some of the fruit. 


"Among the most common forms of 
Injury may be mentioned 
scratches 
made by the finger nails of the pick­ 
ers and packers, each of whom should 
be required 
to wear gloves. 
It is 
comparatively 
easy for packers, es­ 
pecially if their finger nails are long, 
to seriously injure a large percentage 
of the oranges which 
they handle. 
Some of the packers also Ap a great 
deal of harm by dragging the oranges 
around in the bins. 


What the Argus would like to call 
attention to is 
that 
blue-mold, 
for 
the most part is merely an indication 
that many different 
kinds of 
fungi 
may have been at work. 
Perhaps Mr, 
Powell and his associates in invosti- 
gation are merely giving 
the 
term 
"blue-mold" as a name to blanket all 
fungi of this character, thinking per­ 
haps that further explanation 
scien­ 
tifically 
would be confusing 
to tho 
ranrhtir. 
But there arc Bomo radical 
differences In the various fungi. 


There are various fungf that affect 
the orange besides the blue-mold: Pen- 
Iclltum glaucum, and Its companion, 
PenlcllHum digitatunn, the Pythlacys- 
tls citrophthora, 
Schlerotina, Collet- 
totrlchum 
gloetporloldes, 
Altenaria 
citri, Olplodia 
natalsnsts, 
Cladospor- 
ium herbarum, Capnodium citrl, Clad- 


osporium 
citrl, Aschersonla 
aleyrod- 
Is, 
Gloesporlum 
psidii. 
Fusarlum 
and others. 
The blue-mold being the 
last one to be seen on account of Its 
habit of growing on the surface of the 
rind, or rotting mass, has been the 
one to receive the most attention. 


Fungi sometimes follow each other 
In rotation, the parasitic fungi break­ 
ing down the tissue, and the sapro- 
phlte following and feeding on the 
broken-down 
tissue, or 
other 
fruit 
sells. 
A thorough study of rots, mold, 
decays and abrasions of all sorts would 
undoubtedly prove of enormous bene­ 
fit to the green fruit shipper. 


It is very probable that with the 
proper use of fungicide the keeping 
qualities of the orange might be very 
much extended. 
Fungi follow abra­ 
sion on the root, tree and fruit If the 
condition for Innoculatlon Is favor­ 
able. 
With a better understanding of 
the laws of decay, refrigeration might 
be eliminated.

Wo have 
made splendid progress in the othnr 
l)ranches of tho work, 
it Is now tiio 
time to got tho various mombors of 
the city councils together. 
At 
this 
iiHsomhly thero should ho outlined a 
concrete plan, or HuggostionB 
which 
will give the citlos Homolhliig to work 
on. 


Tho Improvement of vacant lots Is 
In Itsoir a subject upon which ono 
might write a book. In touching upon 
this question in tlio prlzo-glving, no­ 
thing HpeciMc has boon said, but it Is 
not to bo supposed that the Improvo­ 
rnont of vacant 
lots 
moans 
wholly 
that of planting them to 
flowers. 
If 
a man improves his lot with a 
V O K O 
lublo garden, It should count us fully 
In favor of tho city as if It had boon 
sown with poppios or petunias. 
Tho 
point which I boliovo wo should em 
phosize In the matter of vacant lots 
Is that thoy should be kept Irrigated. 
Crops on flowers does not mattor so 
much as to which, as tho fact that the 
lots should bo green. 
In many little 
cities in tho orange and lemon dis­ 
tricts, It is a common thing to seo 
fine fruit 
troos dying for want 
of 
water. 
In September, 
for 
instance, 
the trees often look as if they had 
been scourged by 
fire. 
If Irrigation 
Is kept up on these lots, tho trees 
themsolvos will beautify enough. 
The 
lot that is all grown up to weeds and 
upon 
which all kinds of refuse 
is 
dumped 
should count very 
strongly 
against tho municipality. 


In tho muttor of parks and parking 
spaces 
thero is much 
that 
can bo 
said. 
Home cities havo a system of 
irrigation for tho parking sfiacds on 
tho principal 
stroots. 
It has 
long 
boon a hobby of mine that any city in 
California 
that wishes to go ahead 
of its nolglibdring city In floral beauty 
HhfiiiUl flTHi oHlahllsh 
mi 
irrigulliiK 
Hyslcm in conaoction with lis doiiioH- 
tlc system. 
I havo 
advocated 
tho 
combining of fire hydrants with a sys­ 
tem 
of Irrigation, 
so that 
thoso hy­ 
drants, sot more frequently 
than I K 


now the cnso, might bo used to flood 
llio parking spaces, 
to 
water 
tiio 
slutdo troos, and could bo also usod 
by tho proporly-ownor to irrigate tho 
vacant lot or tho back yard garden. 


It I H a fact tliat many variuties of 
Hhiido 
troos in Bouthoni 
Cailfornlii. 
aro stunted In growth hocauso thoy 
rocolvo little or no water during the 
Biiuunor 
monlliB. 
BInco tho stroots 
have boon laid down In asphalt ami 
nuiciulam tho Iroo-roots rocolvo very 
little of tho water from Htorms. 
Tho 
run-off Is much heavier than It used 
to bo. If wo can start somothlng la 
this coinnilttoo which will result in a 
hotter 
caro of parking 
spaces and 
shade troos, wo will havo done somc- 
Ihlag of permanent valim. 


Tlift adjudging of a city from 
llio 
standpoint of the host arllsth! lloral 
offoct i take to moan that this relates 
to tlio amount of floral planting* dono 
during tho*coining year by tho houHo- 
owniir, renter and all i;ltl/.oiis. 
In 
spoaklng on this subject to tho mom­ 
bors of the city councils, I would sug- 
goHt that tho cities offer 
additional 
prizes for floral boautlflcatlon, 
Thoy 
can divide tlioir cities into soginonts. 
or (!an causo to liavn forniod cjortain 
Htrcot iuiprovemont sodotlos. Already 
in tho Covina district tlioro is ono 
Htroot, over llvo milos la length, which 
will ho houutlllod with rosos from end 
to end, and this will bo done through 
the formation of u strnot Improvement 
society, 


I do not boliovo that any city cOuld 
do 
bettor 
than to offor 
substantial 
prizes in addition to the ones offered 
by 
tills 
committee. 
These 
prizes 
would relate to both tho planting of 
(|ulcl(-growlng flowers, and to perma­ 
nent effects in floral designing. No­ 
where In tho world Is it so oauy to 
got beautiful 
floral 
offocts 
as 
in 
Southern 
California. 
With this Im­ 
petus added by the prizes of tho com­ 
mltteo and of the city, thero should 
bo some wonderful 
effects 
socurod 
during tho twelvemonth.

CITRUS FRUITS IN AUSTRALIA. 


It is not perhaps generally a mat­ 
ter of knowledge t h a t Australia 
is to 
be numbered amongst 
the 
world's 
producers of 
citrus fruits; 
and in 
view of the proposed extension of the 
California export shipments of orang­ 
es and lemons to Australia and New 
Zealand t o ' b e made possible by the 
transportation facilities 
Induced 
by 
the opening of the Panama canal, the 
following figures are perhaps of inter­ 
est: 


Latest 
data on hand 
show 
that 
there are planted 
in 
Australia 
be­ 
tween 25,000 and 30,000 acres of cit­ 
rus fruits, of which the majority are 
oranges. 
Of the states of the com­ 
monwealth New South Wales is by 
far the greatest citrus fruit growing 
state, over two-thirds of the entire 
acreage being there planted. 
Victoria, 
however, Is increasing her acreage, 
and In 1912 over 600 acres of citrus 
fruits were planted In the northern 
part of that state. 
Of the total acre­ 
age in New South Wales over 17,500 
acres were classed as being in bear­ 
ing in 1912. The approximate citrus 
fruit acreage in Australia is as fol­ 
lows: 


New South Wales 
20,000 acres 


South Australia 
2,750 acres 


Victoria 
2,250 acres 


Western Australia 
1,250 acres 


Of the above acreage probably 1000 
acres are In lemons. The orange crop 
of New South Wales in 1912 
was 
valued at nearly (1,000,000.

HB setting of the parable of 
The Prodigal Son demonstrates 
the Muster's object In giving 
it 
He wna seeking to show 
the Pharisees that their position re­ 
specting publicans and sinners waa 
wrong. 
He here pointed out that thla 
wrong a.ttltude was likely to cost them 
their own share In the Kingdom. 


In the parable the father evidently 
represents God; and the sons represent 
the two general classes Into which the 
Jewish nation bad divided Itself. The 
elder son class were those who sat in 
Moses' scat, professed loyalty to God, 
and outwardly endeavored to keep His 
Law. 
The younger son class were 
those who hod misused their privileges 
as beneficiaries of the DIvIno promises 
and wasted their opportunities In self- 
gratification. 


This class of publicans and sinners 
felt their dogrndotion, and longed to 
return to the Father's House. 
Splrlt- 
naliy ragged and hungry, they hesitat-' 
ed to go back. 
It was just such char­ 
acters that Jesus especially encouraged 
to have confidence in the Father's will­ 
ingness to receive those who came to 
Him 
penitently. 
The parable 
tolls 
that some of this class returned to 
God, and because of their penltcnc* 
were granted special manifestations of 
Divine favor. 


Application of the Parable. 


How grandly this parable illustrates 
the 
lengths, 
breadths, 
heights and 
depths of the Love of God! The best 
robe, shoes, etc.. well represent God's 
provision through Christ for covering 
the imperfections cf all who return to 
Him. 
The feast 
and 
the 
merry­ 
making 
well Il­ 
lustrate 
G o d ' s 
blessed 
p r o m- 
Ises, applicable to 
t h o s e 
accepted 
Into God's fami­ 
ly 
through 
the 
begetting of the 
Holy Spirit. This 
is the Marriage 
Feast of another 
p a r a b 1 e.—Mat­ 
thew 22:2-14; Isa­ 
iah 25:0-8. 


The elder brother was Indeed bidden 
to the feast; but he was angry and re­ 
fused to come, Jealous that the father 
should receive the young spendthrift 
The elder brother class did not show 
the right spirit for those for whom the 
Kingdom privileges were intended, all 
of whom must be meek, gentle, loving 
—copies of God's dear Bon In their 
generous good will toward all desir­ 
ous of coming to the Father. 


The Prinoipio Applies Broadly. 
^ 


While this parable illustrated the 
two classes of Jews, the principle set 
forth applies generally. 
In the world 
there are noble characters, well-bom 
and apparently the very ones to bo 
chosen of God to be jolnt-hcirs with 
His Son In the Kingdom. 
Neverthe­ 
less, the Scriptures make clear 
that 
not many such will be of the Kingdom 
class. 
(1 Corinthians 1:20-20.) 
This 
better class, represented by the elder 
brother, seem to feel that In contrast 
with the lower strata they are perfec­ 
tion Itself: and that God would surely 
desire them. 


But all are sinners, whether they 
know it or not; aiul all should bo hon­ 
est enough to confess the fact. 
God 
requires this very honcHty. this con­ 
fession of our need, before 
Christ's 
merit can bo Imputed to us. covering 
our .blemishes. 
God evidently wishes 
to have a class honest enough to nc- 
knowledgo 
their 
own 
imperfections 
and 
unworthlness 
of 
His 
favors. 
Those who so confess He will bless 
with a knowledge of themselves and 
of His rlghteouHness; whereas others, 
self-satisfied and unwilling to accept 
His grace In Christ or to confess their 
need of a covering for their blemishes, 
are not humble enough to be of the 
Kingdom class. 


Net Many Rich, Noble or Wise. 


Thus it comes that the majority of 
tliose who accept God's favor and be­ 
come His children arc from the young­ 
er brother clnss—not many rich, noble, 
learned 
or wise, 
but 
chiefly 
tho 
poor of this world, 
rich 
in 
f a i t h . 
They realize their 
w r e t c h e d 
con­ 
dition 
and 
their 
need 
of 
forgive­ 
ness and 
h e l p ; 
while 
frequently 
others who have 
lived 
more 
open 
lives do not recog­ 
nize tbclr need. 
Perhaps no otb- 
The Jealous 
Brother. 


er parable has been so helpful to the 
poor and needy, th^ sinful and weak, 
who desire to return to the family of 
God. 
In this parable they see their 
own picture, and are encouraged. The 
Heavenly Father's character haa been 


80 
misrepresented 
to them 
by the 
creeds of the Dark Ages that they fear 
Him and expect no kind reception from 
Him. 
AH the proper thought of God's 
character roaches the poor and tho de­ 
praved, they receive a suggestion of 
hope which assists many of them to a 
full return and surrender to tho God 
of all grace. 


Tho prodigal's declnratlon, "I will go 
to my fathor." represents what should 
be fho (ittitude of all repentant ones— 
reliance upon the llnnvcnly 
l-'ather's 
provision In Christ fur forgiveness and 
their reception to Ills love and core, 
for their retnm to the fold and to bor- 
mony with God.
